He was a stont, in- 
dustrious young man, and was lately a 
molder at J. M. Flood's foundry, in the 
atthwnrd. 


THE PABTICULAB8. 


Coroner Bendnre held an inquest at 


tbe bouse to-day, when the following par- 
ticulars wero obtained: 


Francis Bunborn tesUBeil: I am tho father of 
tbo uocoascd, Francis A. Sunborn. Ho would 
have been 21 years old had be lived to tho 18th 
of August next. For 8omo time past Frnncle 
baa boen dlspondent. About two wooks nyo 
be said to bl) mother that "It muet oome," but 
wbon aaked what be meant be gave DO BatlB- 
faotory explannaon. He bad been Bluing en ml 
at tbe aand bunk for tbo pant two weeks. He 
received his money on Sunday and gave It lo 
his mother wlUt tho remark: "This Is the last." 
VoBtcrday ho ehuvod and drossoO blmsolf and 
ngalo iniido tho remark: "This is tho lost." 
LnHt ovonlog bo told his little six-year-old ela- 
ter tbat ho bad taken eoiaotblng to "lay him 
out." Hie mother went up emirs tbis morning 
before ho waa up Bud aoon after called to me 
that Frank waa dying. J hurrlod upstairsaud 
thinking ho had a lit or spasm I commenced 
rubbing blm. Ho uaed to have lite, and I think 
had not entirely got over them. I thought 
when I coramenoed ruTJbujg him tbat ho wus 
dying. This wns between 0 and 4 o'clock. We 
brought him down atalrmnd put him Ih our 
bod BnC sent for Dr. King, but before the Doc- 
tor arrived ho was dead. I abould Bay that his 
brother board him breathing bard and oalloct 
to blB mother and aho went up stnirs. Ho told 
his mother yesterday that ho had been to the 
Band bank to eoe a young man whom be want- 
od logo west with blm. Ho has boen talking 
a good donl of late about going woet. I am 
now of tho opinion tbat he bae bad it In hie 
mind for over a year to tike bis own Ufa. He 
would aomcilmoa spend ttie whole evening 
hanging over the alley gate and seemed 10 bo 
studying-: scarcely talked any nt times. His 
mother found n bottle labelled "Laudanum" 
undor blB bod alter bla death. It was an ounce 
vial, bearing tho IttUfel of Dr. Stonor, druggist. 


Dr. J. S. King to§UHed: r wai> called tble 
morning ut bnlt-past four o'clock to eoe the 
deceased. I nm n practicing physician In Do- 
catur. When I arrived I found tbo young 
limn dead. 
I made Bome inquiry of tbe 


funnily 
und waa soon convinced that be 
had died of tbo effects of some narcotic at 
oplato. I askud If they had had any micb drug 
or modlolno In tbo house, to which ho might 
hnvc resorted ID 0090 of pain, and Vas told 
there was not. I then Bug-Keeled tbat they look 
itjbls room, and his motbor found the 1 oz. 
vial under his bed with a few drops of lauda- 
num Mill In It. 1 nm satislted that his death 
waa caused L>y an ovordoso oi laudanum.
